~ SUPREME COURT LENDS AUTHORITY 


Forced Into Death Garb. 

“We expected it,” said Sacco when 
he learned that the full bench of the | 
Supreme Court had sanctioned his 
legalized murder. “They do not think 
of our guilt or innocence,” he said. 
“They look upon us only as bad men, 
as radicals.” : 

Sacco and Vanzetti marched to the 
death house shortly after noon. Upon 
their arrival they were placed in the 
cells in which Governor Fuller kept 
them until a few moments before the 
time set for their execution August 
10th. 

In the death house the framed 
workers were. forced to discard their 
prison garb and wear special blue 
suits. Special shirts with short 
sleeves, provided for the fastening of 
the bands of the electric chair were 
also given them. ; 

The exquisite torture of Sacco and 
Vanzetti will be prolonged until a 
little after Monday midnight when 
they will burn in the electric chair, 
unless they are saved by a mighty 
demonstrations and strikes on the 
part of labor thruout the world. 

Hill Fights For Stay. 

Attorney Hill’s first move was a 
trip to Fitchburg to interview Chief 
Justice Walter Perley Hall of the 
state superior court. The superior 
court was said to have the power to 
stay pending legal moves in the fe¢- 
eral courts, as has a singl» justice of 

the United States supreme court. This 
would remove the question of another 
respite from the hands of Governor 
Alvan T. Fuller and his executive 
council. 

With the present respite ending at 
midnight, August 22, the next move 
of the defense legal forces will prob- 
ably be a rush to the United States 
supreme court for a writ of certiorari 
looking for a stay of sentence and a 
review by the highest federal tribun- 

al.

Legal Hokum. 
The court held that the issuance ct 
a writ of error rests solely within the 
“discretion of a single justice in capi- 
tal cases.“ 
The full bench made no attempt to 
pass on the prejudice of Trial Judge 
Thayer. 
The writ of error coram nobis was 
addressed to the full bench but the 
court stated that such a writ had be- 
come obsolete in view of the plain 
intentions of the legislature” as mani- 
fest by recent statutes, stating that a 
writ of error shall not issue unless 
granted by a single justice. A new 
trial, the full bench held, must be 
requested before sentence is passed. 
The decision hinged wholly around 
points of law. 
The decisions, which was about one 
thousand words in length and was 
written by Justice Braley, follows: 
“Braley, J., the defendants, Sacco 
and Vanzetti, who were indicted, tried 
and convicted of murder in.the first 
degree alleged exceptions. to rulings 
at the trial as well as to the denials 
of numerous motions for a new trial 
on various grounds and to rulings on 
law thereon which were overruled and 
a rescrip was sent accordingly on 
May 10, 1926. 

“Commonwealth vs. Sacco, 255, 
Mass., 369. The defendants on May 
25, 1926 filed a motion in the trial 
courts for a new trial on the grounds 
of newly discovered evidence which 
was denied subject to the exceptions 
of the defendants duly entered and 
argued in this court on April 5, 1927. 
These exceptions were overruled, 
Commonwealth vs. Sacco, Mass. adv. 
sh. 1927. 621. 

“The argument for the defendants 
was full and exhaustive covering 
every error claimed to have been 
committed either at the trial or any 
subsequent proceeding and it was de- 
cided as a matter of law there was 
evidence which would warrant a jury 
in finding the defendants guilty on 
April 9, 1927. Sentence of death was 
imposed in accordance with general 
laws chapter 265. The defendants 
were delivered to the sheriff in exe- 
cution of their sentence and applica- 
tion for executive clemency was made

With the same brutal and cynical contempt and prejudice 


that has characterized the whole gang of political lackeys of the 


decadent Back Bay aristocracy, the four judges of the supreme 
court—Henry K. Braley, Edward P. Pierce, William Ulm Wait 
and James B. Carroll refuséd to entertain the charge of prejudice 
against Judge Thayer, the first Jeffries who sentenced Sacco and 
Vanzetti. They evaded action on the writ of error by disclaiming 
jurisdiction and declaring that not the full bench, but only a single 
judge could issue such a writ. Likewise they evaded the question 
of a new trial on the technicality that such a request must be 
made before sentence is passed. 

The whole procedure was a ghastly farce—a lawyers’ game 
—in which the question of life or death was theoretically lost 
sight of. But in reality the learned judges, like the butcher 
Fuller’s “advisory committee” composed of the servile eminences 
of university faculties and the bench, were there for the specific 
purpose of trying further to conceal the designed murder of two 
Italian workers whose only crime is that they endeavored to or- 
ganize workers for a fight against the inhuman degradation im- 

upon them by their slave masters—the mill owners of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

This latest decision means but one thing and that is that 
Sacco and Vanzetti are to die on Monday night if the ruling class 
has its way. The chances of intervention by a United States su- 
preme court judge are very remote. Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes has already refused to intervene and it is hardly likely 
that any of his associates will consider any other action. 

The case is now before the bar of the working class for its 
final disposition. It cannot be settled by argument, but only by 
power. Upon the working class of this country and of the world 


rests the responsibility of generating between now and Monday 


night such terrific mass power, such a concentration of forces 
that the criminal conspirators will not dare carry out their mur- 
derous plans. In this country the reply to the refusal of a retrial 
must be a strike to open the gates of the death house and of the 
prison and permit Sacco and Vanzetti to again take their places 
in the labor movement. 

As to the decision, it was fully expected. No revolutionist 
certainly was so stupid as to believe for a moment that the kept 


Judges who befoul the bench in Massachusetts would dare give 


the victims a chance to expose before the whole world the das- 
tardly lengths to which their persecutors have gone. The decision 


Was partially prepared for by the agents of Governor Fuller and 


his committee, A. Lawrence Lowell, president of Harvard Uni- 


__ versity ; Samuel W. Stratton, president of the Massachusetts In- 


stitute of Technology and Judge Robert W. Grant, a corporation 
lawyer, who bombed the house of a juror—probably with the 
juror’s knowledge and consent—in order to endeavor to reverse 


the public damnation that has been heaped upon their heads for 


their roles as murder conspirators. Let us remember these men 
and if Sacco and Vanzetti die in the electric chair they must be 
forever stigmatized as the murderers who carried out the wishes 
of the capitalist outfit that for seven long years has howled for 
the blood of these two men already martyred a hundred times 


over.

But their verdict must not, it cannot stand!

I am writing in Boston on Wednes- 
day. By the time this article appears 
the Massachusetts Supreme Court 
will have probably delivered its deci- 
sion in the matter of a new trial for 
Sacco and Vanzetti. Prophecy belongs 
to the tribe of gypsy fortune-tellers; 
yet I risk the prediction that the Su- 
preme Court will not grant a new 
trial. 


If I am wrong, and I hope I am, 
I also predict that any new trial will 
be as unfair as the other trials, and 
will again “convict our unfortunate 
comrades. I feel this way because 
I have been in Boston this past week, 
and despair seizes the heart of any 
Sacco and Vanzetti sympathizer in 
this brutal decadent city. 


For no trial in Massachusetts will 
ever free Sacco and Vanzetti. Every 
clerk, suburbanite, petty bourgeois 
climber, Babbit and Sunday school 
graduate in this state has been irre- 
vocably prejudiced against the two 
Italians. The Arrow Collar mob is 
now as inflamed against all dissén- 
ters as it was during the war. Does 
an atheist hope for justice from a 
jury of holy rollers? Does a Jew 
hope for justice from a jury of Rus- 
sian monarchists? Does a Negro 
hope for justice from a jury of small 
town southern whites? Radicals hope 
as little for justice in Massachusetts. 


Sacco and Vanzetti are in the 
clutches of something greater than 


legality. They have become symbols, 
of the world revolt of the proletariat. | 
The bourgeois mob of Massachusetts | 
has been whipped into a war psy- 
chology, and nothing less than death 
for the two workers will now satisfy 
them. Pick a jury from this mob 
(and what other jury can you get in 
this state) and the seven-year lynch- 
ing will culminate in an execution. 
It is almost a hopeless situation. 


The Governor Leads the Lynchers. 


In the past few days several events 
have demonstrated this atmosphere, 
again. One would have thought the 
exposure of Judge Thayer’s unguard- 
ed hatred of the two Italians might 
have made the officials more care- 
ful. One would have deemed the ti- 
tanie indignation of Europe enough 
to at least make the Massachusetts 
oligarchy cautious in keeping up its 
pretense of legal fairness. 

But this heart-breaking persecu- 
tion continues in the spirit of the 
original trial before Judge Thayer in 
Dedham seven years ago. Yesterday 
on the morning when the Supreme 
Court was to conduct the hearings on 
a new trial, a bomb was exploded at 
the home of one of the original jurors 
who found Sacco and Vanzetti guilty: 


If the bomb were the contribution 
of some anarchist friend of the two 
men, it would be a bit of insanity. It 
would be an example of the childish 


egotism, neuroticism and undisciplin- 
ed emotion which the anarchist. move- 
ment has become. 


But it was not an 8 bomb. 
It was doubtless a bomb placed by 


some skilful “public” agent. It was 
‘exploded very carefully so as not to 
kill anyone. It was set off at exact- 


ly the right time, in order to make 
the first page of the newspapers a 
few hours before the Supreme Court 
met. Worst of all, a well planned 
| publicity campaign against Sacco and 
Vanzetti was immediately released,

To 
execute two innocent workers?) 

It was a jingo letter, a war letter, 
a letter breathing vengeance and pas- 
sion and prejudice. It was the let- 
ter of a bitter enemy, determined up- 
on blood, not the letter of a governor 
pledged to a fair trial. After all, are 
Sacco and Vanzetti on trial for acts 
such as these? When they were first 
arrested and tried, the anti-alien and 
anti-red raids of Palmer were in full 
tide. Saceo and Vanzetti were anar- 
chists, but they were not tried for 


anarchism, and they are not being} 


tried for anarchism now. But Gov- 
erner Fuller, helped by the man who 
threw the bomb, has deliberately set 
forth to ereate anew the war hys- 
teria, the lynching spirit that ran the 
two Italians down seven years ago. 
It is not a worthy role for a “great” 
governor with his eye on the presi- 
dency. It is not legally fair; it is 
not even humanly decent, or clean, or 
honest, It is a lynching, and it 
throws a cruel light upon the alleged 
impartiality of the governor’s report 
last week. No man who wrote this 
bitter letter inciting the mob ever 
had an atom of fairness in his heart 
at any time. | 

More Prejudice. 

The juror whose house was bombed 
carried no insurance on his house. He 
is a relatively poor man. And so the 
governor, in his letter, promised him 
that the state would cover his pro- 
perty loss. And a movement has al- 
so been started in the newspapers to 
raise small individual contributions to 
make up a fund for this purpose 

What is the object of this but to 
arouse prejudice? What is the ob- 
ject of this but to make every busi- 
ness man or clerical worker who 
owns. a house in the suburbs feel 
strong bonds of sympathy for their 
fellow-householder whose home was 
bombed by the wild foreigners? 
What does this all mean, anyway, 
but a political campaign conducted 
by skilful campaigners to inflame the 
middle-class mind aga t Sacco and 
Vanzetti? 

And why all these mente 
in the Boston newspapers of insur- 
ance companies, warning property 
owners to insure themselves against 
riot, explosions and so forth? There 
is something fishy and dreadful 
about it all; there is something tragic 
about it. That is why I believe Sac- 
co and Vanzetti can never be ac- 
quitted before a Massachusetts. jury. 
They have already been tried and 
found guilty in every newspaper in 
the state in the last week. 

The National Hope. 

The one hope left for our comrades 
is that their case has overflowed the 
state borders. The drive to force the 
Department of Justice to open its 
files makes the case a federal issue 
now. It places it on its true basis— 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case is a war case. 
It is one of.the last glaring exam- 
ples of that Spanish Inquisition that 
captured the land when the New Re- 
public group and other Wilsonian 
liberals “willed the war” to save 
democracy—in Europe.

Back To the Death House. 


In a few days the Supreme Court 
will give its decision. The warden of 
Charlestown prison has said that if 
it is adverse, he will put Sacco and 
Vanzetti back in the death-house. It 
is hard to realize; but in a few days 
the two workers may be back where 
they were a week ago. Bourgeois 
Massachusetts is relentless. Its blood 
is up. 

During this week not a single 
newspaper here has had the courage 
or desire to speak a friendly word 
for Sacco and Vanzetti. It might lose 
them circulation. 


Certain sentimental bourgeois ik 
ogists have trilled lyrics. and rounde- 
lays in praise of Governor Fuller’s 
“courage” in coming out against the 
two men. But it was not courage— 
it was the reversé. It was the Yan- 
kee shrewdness of an ambitious poli- 
tician. The influential Boston mob 
is determined to get Sacco and Van- 
zetti—and the governor is leading 
them. His eye, like that of every 
governor, is cast on the presidency, 
and he hopes to follow Coolidge who 
landed there by similar courage in 
breaking the police strike in Boston. 


Deliver us from the “courage” of 
these politicians! It is the courage 
of Nero, bravely burning Christians 
at the stake, and refusing to be “in- 
timidated” by them. It is the courage 
of General Gallifet, shooting 10,000 
workers in cold blood, defying them 
to resist. It is the courage of men 
who have lost all human values, who 
like Mussolini, would slaughter their 
best friends in the insane thirst for 
political power. If the leader of a 
foaming mob of lynchers whips them 
further in their passion, the world 
does not call it courage—so why is 
Governor Fuller “courageous ?” 


No, the only courage shown so far 
in this case has been that of two im- 
migrant workers—Sacco and Van- 
zetti. Their dignity, their steadfast 
idealism, their unflinching moral 
stand against the bourgeois mob is 
worthy of a golden page in the his- 
‘tory of the world's proletarian 
martyrdoms. 

Two simple men—a fish peddler 
and shoe maker—are caught in a 
great net, and tortured inhumanly 
for seven years. And they grow un- 
der that persecution—they reveal 
themselves as rare, fine human be- 
ings. It gives one a new pride in the 
workers —in the revolution — this 
casual selection, this accidental choice 
of two immigrants to speak for the 
world’s workers, and suffer for them. 
They were never heard of before— 
they made shoes, peddled fish, were 
lowest of the low in the social scale. 
And now they speak in great accents 
—every word and gesture has the 
ring of history. The rose to the 
tragic immensities of their plight, 
and a whole world has listened to 
them, and found then worthy of their 
situation in the tragedy.

2 attempt to railroad Sacco and Vanzetti to the 


eleetric chair has lead to such extensive expres- 
sions of international workers solidarity as had never 
before been witnessed. The case has become sympto- 
matie for the growing international ¢lass conscious- 
ness of the proletariat. This is especially important 
because it is the practice of international workers 
solidarity alone which. will save these two intended 
victims from the chair; it is also this manifest prac- 
tice of international solidarity by the workers of the 
world which will help the American workers to learn 
value and necessity of it; finally the active interna- 
tional solidarity is a sign of the waning of illusions 
of the workers as to democracy in seats and Amer- 
ican democracy in particular. 


The case of Saceo and Vanzetti is a battle in the 
class struggle. It is not as some liberal protagon- 
ists of eapitalism want to make us believe, a ease of 
justice and fair play. Prosecution and judiciary are 
parties to the frame up against the Intemlcd victims. 
The frame-up is perpetrated aguinat tee ebemies of 
capitalism and because of their enemity to capital- 
ism, 

Capitalist justice, at best, is a rope in the hands 
of defenders of capitalism. If this rope is not formed 
into a noose around the neck of an accused, it is 
not because the scensed gets justice and fair play, 


but it is because capitalism has no bone to pick with 


him, Chicago bootleggers parade the streets one 
day in armed cars, mowing down their competitors 
with machine guns; the next day they walk down 
the same ‘streets arm and arm with members of the 
state attorney staff. According to the letter of the 
law they are criminals; in practice the arm of the 
law protects them. The noose of capitalist justice 
never descends on their necks. It rather forms a 
halo around their heads, clevating them to the saint- 
hood of protectors of capitalism.

PHE United States is the land of the labor frame- 

up. Here the capitalists are notorious for re- 
sorting to the most unserupulous methods when 
they want to get rid of inconvenient leaders of the 
workingelass. Time and again when they have had 
in their clutches fighters of the workers they have 


cast aside cold-bloodedly even the most elementary 


forms of legalism, in order to railroad their victims 
to the penitentiary or the gallows. The Sacco-Van- 
_ gettie case, which has shocked tue world for the 


calloused disregard even of capitalist pretenses of 


justice, is only one of a long line of such outrages. 


Until the advent of the Sacco-Vanzetti case the 
worst of this kind of attack upon the wee Tones 
the case of Tom Mooney and Warren Billings. 
two fighters have been in jail for 11 years, wasting 


the best vears of their lives. Time and again it has 


den demonstrated that they are innocent. Many 
witnesses have testified that they themselves were 
guilty of perjury. Many jurors have signed petitions 
for their release. But all to no avail. Year after 
year passes and they remain in jail. Enormous pro- 
test movements, culminating even in a national 
strike, did not save them from capitalist revenge, 
Their incarceration is one of the blackest phases in 
American history. 

But, if possible, the Saceo-Vanzetti case is still 
more infamous. Here are two workers, manifestly 
being punished solely of their radical opinions, be- 
eause they dared to speak out bravely to the work- 
ers. They are being made an example of in order to 
terrify the workers. As for the crime they are 
tharged with, this was manifestly not their doing, 
no more than was the bomb-throwing in the San 
Francisco preparedness parade the act of Mooney 
and Billings. Nevertheless the capitalists, through 
their agents, a cynically biased judge, the usual 
raft of perjurers, ete., go straight ahead with their 
plan of punishing these Sener. 


In both these cases the labor leaders of the Gomp- 
ers stripe have played a sorry role. They have acted 
as real lieutenants of the capitalists. In the Mooney- 
Billings case they cooperated directly with the prose- 
eutors to put our comrades in jail and to keep them 
there. In the Sacco-Vanzetti case, although their 
methods have been somewhat more indirect, they 
have no less certainly worked out to help the em- 
_ployers. They have done practically nothing to re- 
lease these two workers. At best their support of 
the defense has been mere lip service. In a situa- 


tion demanding the widespread mobilization of the 


workingelass in mass demonstration, they have done 
nothing more than to barely let it be known that 
they are not in favor of executing Saceo and Van- 
zetti. Now. when the capitalists find it exceedingly 
difficult, fn the face of fhe unparalleled world pro- 
test, (o actually electrocute the two prisoners and 
when they may easily change their tactics by send- 
ing them to fai! for life sentences, the trade union 
boreancrats are letting it be known that they are 
not demarding absolute freedom for Sacco and Van- 
zetti but will be satisfied if their sentences are com- 
mmted to life imprisonment.

A step that even the most corrupt of the shipping 
agencies that dot the water front would not have 
dared to take. They have sunk the wage from fifty- 
five to forty-five which in consideration of the higher 
cost of living here than in England makes the sailor 
a totally dependent slave ashore as well as at sea. 


Besides this they have gone back to the delight- 
ful method of practically shanghaiing the workers 
aboard ship. In the good old days, the practice was 
to go around to all the cornér saloons where one 
had a pull, swing a billy, slug a sailor and drag him 
aboard ship, or else to put some subtle drug into 
his drink and in that manner to shanghai him un- 
awares. But today the Y. M. C. A. has perfected 
these methods. The capitalist ship owners look down 
upon such crude instruments as the billy and opium 
in hiring their labor. Their bludgeons are the created 
unemployment situation and the discharge book. 
For when the Y. M. C. A. gets hold of the sailors 
book it is good night book if he doesn’t like the 
job or the wages. And of course since they have the 
confidence of the ship owners close to heart they 
are more likely to have jobs than are the employ- 
ment sharks. But not even the most hardened em- 
ployment shark would attempt such crude and stink- 
ing methods as these. 


And this is the Y. M. C. A. which looks after our 
American manhood. In this case it takes the British 
consulate into consultation. For all shipping passes 
through these worthy hands first. 


Yet the seaman’s is a skilled trade. It is a trade 
which requires years of training and hard practice 
before an A. B. or fireman’s ticket is actually issued. 


In few trades is there such a damnable display 
of victimization of the workers not only by the 
master class, but also by those interests which 
claim to keep the ssilor closest to heart. 
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IR DETERDING, president of the Royal Dutch 

Shell, the greatest Anglo-Dutch oil eoncern, on 
receiving the news of the conclusion of oil agree- 
menis betwen the Soviet Russian Naphtha 1 
cate and American petroleum companies, published 
a furious declaration.

Union. e president 
of the Standard Oil ‘of New Jersey, Walter 
Teagels, even declared himself prepared to go to 
London for the purpose of arranging a joint potion 
with the Royal Dutch Shell against the Soviet Union. 

At the same time, however; the Central Company. 
confirmed at once the report that various of its af- 
filiated companies, the Standard Oil of New York 
and the Vacuum Oil „had concluded agree- 


ments with the Soviet Russian Naphtha Syndicate. 


It declared, however, that it has no inflvence over 
its daughter companies, these being “autonomous.” 
George Whaley, president of the Vacuum Oil, like- 
wise, in an interview dating from the same time, 
pointed to the autonomous position of his company 
and expressed his definite intention of keeping te the 
contracts made with the Soviet Russian Naphtha 
Syndicate. 


The actual agreements entered into between the 
Ameriean petroleum companies and the Soviet Rus- 
sian Naphtha Syndicate are as follows. Contracts 
te supply petrol to Egypt, already coneluded two 
years ago, have now been prolonge l. The Soviet 
Russian Naphtha Syndicate has been obliged to pro- 
lang this contract, not being in a position to sell its 
products in Egypt on its own account. Thanks -to 
their predominant influence, the English oil con- 
cerns have hitherto prevented establishment of 
branch depots by the Soviet Russian Naphtha Syn- 
dicate--—the chief places concerned being the sea- 
ports and yll oil bunker stations in the Mediterran- 
ean and Suez Canal. Hence the Soviet Russian Naph- 
tha Syndicate has been forced to endeavor to evade 
this ban on its oil, and for this reason antered into 
contract with the Vacuum Oil Company, which under- 
took the sale of Soviet Russian oil in Egypt, where 
the oil can be sold at especially competitive. prices, 
on account of the short distance from the oil sources. 
The prolongation of this contract has now been ac- 
companied by the conclusion of a fresh agreement 
with the Vacuum Oil Company for the supply of 
100,000 tons of crude naphtha yearly. 


The Standard Oil Company of New York has 
also made a contract with the Soviet Russian Naph- 
tha Syndicate. According to this agreement, the 
Soviet Russian Naphtha Syndicate is to supply the 
tank fleet of the Standard Oil Company of New 
York, in the Mediterranean and in the Indian Ocean, 
with fuel—bunker mazout—for the term of six years. 
On the part of Soviet Russia, the motives to bring 
about these and other contracts are the following:
